CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 28.— 


For some weeks rumors of a band of 
robbers encamped in the southern part 
of Pulaski county, Ky., have come to 
the trainmen of the Cincinnati South- 
ern road, which for a while seat armed 
men out with every mail train,

mile above Greenwood, Ky., twenty- 
three miles north of the Tennessee 
line, when the violent swinging of a 
white light ahead brought it to a 
standstill.

One big 
fellow mounted into the cab and cov- 
ered Eng-ineer Thomas Springfield and 
Fireman Daisy Eankin with a big 
navy revolver.

train, while the others, three in num- 
ber, entered the baggage car.

money, but the robbers came out pres- 
ently, saying with an oath that they 
were in the wrong ear, and started to 
go to the express car.

THE WALLER CASE. 


The Government Waiting for Information 


Upau Which to I5MC Action. 


WASHINGTON. March 28.—The case of

movement in Madagascar, is being in- 
vestigated by Secretary Gresham, but 
little can be done until official infor- 
mation reaches the state department 
of Mr. Waller's trial, conviction and 
sentence.

M. Laugston, 


Waller's attorney in the United States, 
has filed with the department letters 
from his client and statements show- 
ing the facts connected with a conces- 
sion secured by Waller, which conces- 
sion, it is claimed, was the real causa 
for his arrest and conviction. 


Mr. Langston said yesterday that 


his last letters from Waller were dated 
December 4 and 27, 1S94. The state- 
ment telegraphed from Kansas that 
Waller has renounced his citi/.enship 
of the United States is positively 
denied 
by 
Mr. 
Langston. "Mr. 


Waller," he said, "has never thoug-ht 
of such a thing as renouncing his citi- 
zenship. He depends entirely on the 
United States government for his pro- 
tection. 
I know absolutely and posi- 


tively that he is still a citizen of this 
country. He is supported iu Mada- 
gascar by certain wealthy English 
capitalists with whom I am also in 
correspondence." 


No complaint of Waller's trial and 


conviction has been received at the 
state department from Governor Mor? 
rill, of Kansas, who was stated to 
have decided to send such a complaint 
and a request that the department 
take measures for Waller's protection. 
It is said at the department that when 
some official communication is received 
from Waller or those representing him, 
the French government will be asked 
for information on the subject.

Commander-in-Chief. 


KOCEPOBD, 111., March 27—The follow- 


ing order, No. 9, has been issued from 
the headquarters of the Grand Army of 
the Republic: 


1. Twenty-seven years ago the beauti- 


ful and impressive custom of strewing 
flowers on the last resting place of fallen 
comrades was first publicly observed and 
each year since has witnessed a more 
general observance of the day. "Memo- 
rial Day" is now indeed a time when a 
grateful people of a great nation vie with 
each other in honoring the memory of 
its soldier and sailor dead, who died that 
the nation might live, and also show 
ing to the survivors of that great struggle 
that our republic is grateful and does 
honor the men who dared death in its 
defense, and whose sacrifices and brave 
deeds shall be told in song and story to 
the rising generation, that they too may 
learn to love our country and its flag, 
learn what it has cost to preserve our 
free institutions, learn that we have the 
best and most liberal form of govern- 
ment on the face of the earth to-day, 
learn that "eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty," learn that its constitution 
guarantees to all its citizens free speech, 
free thought, political and religious, a 
free ballot which is the patriot's weapon 
in time of peace, learn that the safety of 
the nation lies in having every citizen 
piotected in his rights, learn that educa-

Will Cost Nearly 824,000. 


The brick paving of Edward street, 


from Eldorado street north to Pugh 
street, will involve an outlay of nearly 
824,000, of which about $4,000 will have 
to be paid by the city, the balance by 
property owners, who have received no- 
tice to appear in the county court May 
6thto enter objections if there are any 
to offer. On forty-foot lots the notices 
say the assessment is $137.40. Where 
there is a car line that company will pay 
&B.75 for every forty feet and that will 
reduce the cost to the property owners 
to S113 75, or $2.81 per lineal foot. The 
total private cost of the work will be 
upwards of S18/)00; besides this amount 
for the street intersections the city will 
pay out of the general fund nearly 
gi,000. The ordinance which provided 
for the paving makes the special assess- 
ments due in five annual installments. 
The first payment will bo due perhaps 
in June, for it will be that long before 
all the proceedings are finished in the 
county court, although it is likely that 
the work will be commenced long before 
that time. Dempsey & Giblin have the 
contract to pave the street at $1.53 per 
square yard.

Louis Philippe, Due d'Orleans, is the 


son of Louis Philippe Albert, Comte de 
Paris, who recently died, and is the 
grandson of Ferdinand Philippe Louis, 
Due d'Orleans, and the great-grandson 
of King Louis Philippe, by the virtue 
of descent, from whom he bases his 
claim to the throne of Prance. The 
duke was born at York house, Twicken- 
ham, England, in 1869. Comte de 
Paris in August, 1873, had an interview 
at Frohsdorf with other royal claim- 
ants and there waived bis claim to the 
throne in favor of Comte de Chambord.

ficulty in making up their reports. It 
is denied that anything of a sensa- 
tional nature was found in President 
Greenhut's safe, the papers therefrom 
having now been pretty thoroughly 
examined. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—It was thought 


that the abstrct of the report of the 
experts appointed to examine the 
fcnancial affairs of the Whisky trust, 
T'hich was issued on Monday, covered 
all the alleged questionable transac- 
tions of the crowd in control in 1801 
and 1892, but the full report for the 
game length of time, which came from 
the printers 
yesterday 
afternoon, 


shows a state of affairs which is openly 
said by the anti-Greenhut crowd to be 
us disgraceful as anything which has 
yet appeared. 


Charges are made that the money of 


the stockholders was used on several 
occasions for stock-jobbing transac- 
tions, and the Illinois law, which re- 
strains directors of a corporation from 
purchasing stock from 
themselves, 


was. repeatedly violated in both spirit 
iind letter. Under the guise of man- 
agers of distilleries, the directors have 
ordered to be paid to themselves large 
turns, besides drawing a regular feti- 
tiend for doing their duty by the 
ttoeUholders. 


With the report of the experts is is- 


Mied a table of much interest to tho.se 
•who are on the inside, showing the to- 
tal receipts and expenditures. Such 
indefinite items as "statistics," "travel- 
ing expenses," "sundry expenses," all 
amounting to large sums, or what are 
considered large sums for the purposes 
tpecified, 
are plentifully 
scattered 


throughout the statement. During 
Ihe year 1891 alone the salary list 
« mounts tojover 8314,000. Of this sum 
only a little over '$63,000 i.s put down 
J9 salaries proper, S231,000 is charged 
up on the books as compensation for 
managers of distilleries under the 
live-year contract. It is known that 
the directors appointed themselves, 
managers and drew these 
salaries 


themselves. As the report only covers 
li period of two years, carrying the af- 
fairs of the company up to March 31, 
3893, the end of the fiscal year, it will 
1« seen from this estimate of one year's 
"compensation to managers" that an 
c normous sum had been expended for 
this purpose up to the time the receiv- 
< rs took oharge of the property and 
l*gan to put it on a paying basis. 


One of the most sensational items on 


Ihe table of expenditures for 1801 ap- 
pears under the caption: "Rebate in- 
i estment account—purchase of D. & C. 
V. Co.'s btoek—$190,073.90; and coupled 
•with this is the entry "loans to Moore 
& Schley, Nelson Morris and \Voolner 
tmd Gibson, $340,144.53," the sum of 
1 he two being $4:<U,81S.43, all of which 
large sum, it is unequivocally charged, 
was used by the directors for specula- 
Ling in their own stock. 


The firm of Moore & Schley is a 


brokerage firm, and is not in the habit 
of borrowing sums of the size de- 
scribed. It is alleged that the money 
was put into their hands to be used 
dimply for bearing the market. Be- 
f.ides this, it is admitted by the entry 
that the directors bought the stock 
for themselves, which is plainly con- 
Irary to the Illinois law as it has been 
construed. 


The statement for 1892 abounds in 


•fhe same kind of transactions, care- 
fully covered up under entries which 
•would mislead one not thoroughly con- 
versant with the affairs of the trust. 
4Hhough the treasury stock sold is 
jjut down as, being sold at S4 
r> a share, 


there are not wanting those who al- 
lege that much of this, stock was sold 
at $48, the holders of it retaining it for 
n rise, and being gainers by the actual 
difference of three dollars on each 
[Jiare, which on the H4.9S4 shares sold 
•would have amounted to $104,952. All 
this, in addition to the deficit on these 
»,ame shares caused by the difference 
"oetween its par value and the price at 
•which it was purchased—815 a share— 
n difference, as stated, of nearly $3,- 
000,000 on the 34.034 shares. 


Again under the head of "rebate in- 


vestment fund-sale of stock, 835,052," 
coupled with the item "return of 
loans 8300,000," there is said to be an 
interesting btory of bearing the stock 
for the purposes of personal gain con- 
cealed. 


Under the same head of "rebate in- 


vestment account" further on, is made 
the entry of the purchase of the first 
mortgage bonds of the 
St. Paul 


distillery for £190,584, more money, it 
is said, than the whole distillery is 
worth. Coupled with this item is the 
entry of another purchase by the di- 
rectors of their own stock—this time 
831,000. This was for the purpose of 
bulling the market. 


Probably for the first time the cor- 


rect figures for the purchase of the 
Shufeldt and Calumet distilleries, the 
acquisition of which involved the trust 
in so much scandal, are given. The 
former cost $1,600,000, the latter SoOO,- 
000. 


Nearly $13,000 is charged up under 


the head of "traveling expenses for 
directors." During the two years cov- 
ered by the report, the unexplained 
item of "statistics" looms up to the ex- 
tent of $8,000; but it is said to be much 
larger in that period which has not yet 
been investigated by the experts, so 
that it will probably reach 
the

before the investigation is concluded. 
This item of "statistics," it is, claimed, 
Includes money used for purposes 
which could not have been put in evi- 
dence in the books. It is charged in

in which Secretary Gibson was ac- 
cnsed of being1 implicated.

SCRUTIHY BY THE CLEARINGHOUSE 


Precipitates the Crash, Which Had Been 


Pending for Some Time, as th«

of Mismanagement. 


THE 
REMEDIAL ORDER 


OS the Dominion Government on Paro- 


chial Schools to be Areued To-Day. 


WINNIPEG, Man., March 23.—The 


remedial order of the Dominion gov- 
ernment on parochial schools will be 
brought up for discussion in the legis- 
lature on Wednesday evening. Prom 
the importance of the subject mem- 
bers are of the opinion that it will oc- 
cupy perhaps a day and a half in dis- 
cussion, but thay are quite in the dark 
as to the intentions of the government. 
Many believe, however, that the gov- 
ernment will consent to no compro- 
mise 
The question has been thrown 


for the time with full force upon the 
government and legislature of Mani- 
toba, which has two, possibly three, 
courses open to it: either to literally 
obey the sweeping federal mandate, 
backed as far as it may be said to be 
by the decision of the imperial privy 
council; to pre-emptorily refuse to 
obey it. or to adopt the middle course 
of endeavoring to arrive at a fair and 
mutually 
satisfactory 
eomuromiso 


with the Catholic minority, and thus 
settle the question amicably within 
the province. 


Failing such a settlement the ques- 


tion must, of course, be thrown back 
upon the dominion, when will begin, 
it is feared, the real tug of war. 


Premier Greenwny's private organ, 


discussing the question, says: 


"We are asked to restore the Catho- 


lic sepaiate school system that was- in 
operation previous to 1890. Let Que- 
bec and Ottawa rest assured that tha 
restoration will never be made. Man' 
itoba has too keen a sense of justice, 
too much regard for truth and equity, 
to recognize as a religious aristocracy 
an element of its population by no 
means 
the 
most 
worthy. As a 


civilized people attempting to real- 
ize 
in 
a 
measure 
the 
ideals 


of the nineteenth century, Manitoba 
will not silently submit to the prepos- 
terous demand that they should turn 
back the wheels of progress 300 years; 
they will stubbornly refuse to sup- 
plant modern civilization 
by rae- 


diicvalism. This whole question is not 
a quarrel between Manitoba and the 
Dominion, it is not even a quarrel be- 
tween races and creeds, it is a struggle 
as to whether the ideals of the nine- 
teenth century or the ideals of the 
dark ages shall prevail." 


One of the principal questions to be 


discussed at the orange grand lodge 
meeting which opened here yesterday 
will, of course, be in connection with 
the remedial order. It is expected 
they will make a strong protest.

some time past. 


The directors of the bank were 


lastily c ailed together, and the attor- 
neys for the concern were ordered to 
draw up the deed of assignment,which 
was filed a few minutes later. 


President Foote says that the bank 


will be able to pay dollar for dollar. 
The bank is the oldest in the city, and 
was organized in 1831. The officers 
are Charles B. Foote, Sr., president; 
W. II. Campbell, cashier, and J. H. 
Talbott, assistant cashier. 
The di- 


rectors are Charles B. Foote, William 
lerron, J. B Specker, A. B. Ratter- 
tnan and A. B. Call. 


The bank has a paid-up capital of 


3328,000 and a surplus of JJW,000. 
Its 


average deposits were 8400,000. The 
stock was divided into shares of WO 
each, and though little trading was 
done in it, it was quoted on the mar- 
let at 93J^ asked. Rumors of the 
bank's embarrassment 
were 
flying 


around Third street about clearing- 
house time, and created any amount of 
excitement. 


When the first rush was made to the 


T,a-nk it was closed and the iron.doors 
were locked tight. The rumor soon 
gained circulation, and a crowd of 
anxious depositors 
congregated 


front of the door. 


The Commercial bank was at one 


time the main bank for the steam- 
boats, and the Pendletons and Thomas 
Sherlock were heavily interested.

'Oh, yes,' said the conductor, deri- 


sively, 'do that, by all means; but,' he 
idded, 'I shouldn't guarantee that 


A SENSELESS SCARE. 


The Existence of Pleuropneuuiorilti In Kan* 


Hat* Thoroughly Disproved. 


WASHINGTON, March 2S —The alleged 


existence of pleuropneumonia in Kan- 
sas, as claimed by some of the officials 
of that state, has been thoroughly dis 
proved by the agricultural depart- 
ment, and Dr. Salmon, chief of the 
bureau of animal industry, authorized 
the statement yesterday morui ig that 
at no time had there been an.\ iouuda- 
tion for such assertions. 


As soon as he heard of the alleged 


outbreak, Secretary Morton detailed 
Traveling Inspector Dr. W. S. Devoe 
to proceed at once to the place and 
make a full investigation. 
Dispatches 


•were received yesterday morning from 
Dr. Devoe which assert most positively 
that there was nothing1 in the history 
of the animals, nothing in their ap- 
pearance and nothing discovered on 
post mortem examination, either by 
the local veterinarians or the depart- 
ment inspector, which indicated even 
remotely that they were affected with 
contagious pleuropneumonia. 


The officials at the agricultural de- 


partment have maintained from the 
first that it was impossible for the 
disease in question to break out in 
Kansas, because the contagion had 
never existed in that section of the 
country, and there have been no re- 
cent importations of cattle by which it 
could have been carried there. 


The dispatches sent from Kansas al- 


leging pleuropneumonia were the re- 
sult of a scare, which occurred, as the 
department here says, because 
the 


state veterinarians were unable to de- 
termine the nature of some disease, in 
cattle that was caused by local condi- 
tions and the nature of which will be 
fully described in Dr. Devoe's com- 
plete report, which will be forwarded 
at once by mail. 


Dr. Devoe, who inspected this al- 


leged outbreak, is an expert in the 
business. 
He had charge of the works 


for its eradication, first in the state oi 
Pennsylvania, later in the state of New 
York, and still later in the state of New 
Jersey, where, under his immediate 
supervision, the last vestiges of the 
disease 
were eradicated 
from the 


United States.

There 
seems to be no doubt that the blouse of 
the modern peasant is a direct descend- 
ant of the tunica.

to what Cavanaugh had stated.
